REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 





To the School Board and Citizens 
of the Piermont School District: 


IT hereby submit my fourth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


Instruction 


The teaching staff of the district is the same with the 
exception of the Brook Road school, where Alberta E. 
Gilman of Woodstock, is teacher. She is a graduate of 
the three-year course at Plymouth Normal School. For 
some time the supervision of the district has stressed the 
fundamentals of arithmetic, and this having reached a 
reasonable expectancy, attention is now being directed 
to written English, spelling, punctuation, and penman- 
ship. The work of the district is carefully inspected, and 
conferences with secondary schools where the children 
attend shows that as a group the children of the district 
are well prepared and doing successful work. During 
the present supervision 36 out of 42 graduates of the 
elementary schools are known to have attended high 
school. This is due in some measure to close proximity 
to good high schools, but to a greater degree to the ap- 
preciation of education on the part of the people of the 
district. 

During the summer a fire escape was installed at 
the village school, and with regular fire drills the chil- 
dren are reasonably safe from this hazard. As previous- 
ly stated in my report, I am firmly convinced that the 
district should carry fire insurance on this building. 

The School Board’s budget calls for $7,297.45, which 
is approximately $700.00 less than last year. This does 
not include an approximate “restricted” bank balance of 
$700.00, not available at this time. The high school 
tuition is nearly that of teachers’ salaries. There is no 
State Aid for the former, and there is no financial gain 
to the district in paying less than average salaries thru- 
out the State as long as the district is State aided. 


At present there are only six pupils at the Rodimon 
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school, and one of these is from out of the district. There 
is a possibility that there will be even fewer in the fall, 
and if such is the case, the advisability of operating the 
school is questionable.
